The regular meeting of the Edmon- 
ton city council was held yesterday 
evening.

The annual want of confidence mo- 
tion of His Majesty’s loyal opposition, 
was moved in parliament yesterday by 
Mr. A. C. Bell, of Pictou, Nova Scotia, 
in a speech ol considerabie length.

Factories Doing Very 
Large Business. 


The Cushing Bros. company have en- 
Joyed a iarge share of this season's 
General prosperity. Their mills are 
running to their utmost capacity and 
their greatly mereasing business is de- 
manding a large general increase in 
the capacity of the mills, 

The headquarters of the company 
are at Calgary, although ir quantity 
of business transacted the Edmon- 
ton mills are fast overhauling the 
business at Caigary. The offices in 
connection with the Edmonton branch 
open onto Namayo avenue. Connected 
gvith this building is the sash and 
Goor warehouse ana the glazing room. 
The glazing department is now taxed 
to its utmost capacity and a very 
large amount of work is turned out 
from it. The factory proper is situ- 
ated Lo the rear of these buidings and 
in the last three years it has increased 
three hundred per cent. in its output. 
It is fully equipped with the very lat- 
est and best moulding machines, 
planes ,sash and door plants,-rip saws 
and ail the machinery usually con- 
mected with such establishments. One 
feature of the business is the large 
emount of speciezi work turned out, 
such as store fittings, church pews, 
etc. For tms work there are six 
benches, at which men are regularly 
and constantly employed. One very 
noticeable feature of the whole es- 
tablishrent is the extreme neatness 
on every side. ‘he mill is cquivped 
avith a complete system tor taking out 
the shavings and other small refuse. 
All this is collected in a room adjoin- 
ing -the engine room. A very note- 
worthy [fact in connection with this 
is that although in most mills this ne- 
oeessary reiuse is not meariy sufficient 
for fue! for the furnaces, so great is 
the amount of work transacted in this 
mill, that the shavings are sufficient 
tc provide more than the necessary 
amount of tuel. This arrangement 
keeps the mills clean end neat, and 
what is more important, free from all 
dust. A very good feature of the 
plant is the dry kiln, in which finish- 
ing lumber of ali kinds is thoroughly 
dried. A large stock ot British Col- 
umbia matened and finishing lumber 
and shingles and lath, as well as a 
complete stock of Alberta lumber of 
ali kinds is» kept constantly in 
stock. The /mili is provided with 
its own electric Light pliant. Fifty 
Jights in al!-are used. 

The conipany’s payroll is deserving 
of specigg mention. in the Edmonton 
brancly» of their mills there are fifty 
mep, in constant employment, receiv- 

img a monthiy salary of over $2,500. 
Asc this force of men ie required 
gesrrged the whole year round, and 

a great deal of it being skiiled labor, 
then figures will indicate the im- 
portance of tne industry to the town.
